Oshkosh, Wis., June 11.—The game 
laws of this state as they relate to 
fish will.-be-changed shortly if C!yd« 
1). Terrell of Algomah has his way. 
He claims that unless some move is 
made quickly, to rid Wisconsin waters 
of carp, or "water hog," the day of 
water fowl shooting will be past. He 
has taken up the matter with Prof. A. 
C. Burrill of the college of agriculture 
in the hope of securing some action 
in amending the laws. 


His plan is to have a bounty placed 
on the taking of carp so that they 
mav be taken from the fishing spots 
within a short 
time. 
At- present 
rough fish can be taken with a net 
only under the supervision of a state 
official and 30 per cent of any profit 
from sales is paid to the state. 
"We find that carp are increasing 
enormously in this section," said Mr. 
Terrell. "They eat a . great amount 
of roots and seeds of the wild celery 
and wild rice. But this is 
by 
no 
means the greatest damage. 
They 


loot up and destroy a great 
many 


times as much as they eat. Unless 
tin' state game department wakes ur 
these fish will completely destroy the 
licst feeding grounds. It is true that 
some attempts have been made 
to 


free the waters of the fish but they 
have been sporadic and ineffectual. A 
fi'w men have gone out a few clayc 
and netted the carp, but if th'ey are 
to he exterminated tht fight must be 
kept up.

Oshkosh, June 11.—The Oshkosh 
police have taken into custody four 
persons suspected of the murder of 
Fredrick Heinds at the depot here last 
night. 
Officials are scouring the country 
in search of the man, of whom an ek- 
cellent description has been given. 
The story of the murder is told by 
the ticket agent, E. A. Villnpw. His 
attention was called to the window by 
a woman, and just as he was about to 
wait on her he saw a man armed with 
a revolver standing close at his side, 
and who ordered him to put up his 
hands. 
He only put up one hand, 
and the man fired. The bullet grazed 
his hand and struck the door of the 
safe. Both hands went up then, and 
the bandit went to the cash drawer, 
pulled it out, and threw its contents 
upon the floor. While he covered the 
agent with the revolver he scooped up 
bills and coins amounting to 52.10. 
Just then Fred Heinds. the baggage- 
man, came into the station and the 
man pressed 
the 
revolver 
almost 
against Heind's body. He fired, and 
the bullet passed through his heart. 
The wounded man followed the ban- 
dit out the open door. The 
bandit 
fired the second time, and the bullet 
passed through 
Heinds' 
body. He 
walked thirty feet, fell and died with- 
in ten minutes.

It 
was the greatest in all history, and

KILLED IN DISASTER 


General 
Booth Will 
Welcome Ten 


Thousand Delegates to Congress 


of Salvation Army. 


[Hl'EL'lAl. TO THE CJAlf.ETTE. ] 


London April 11.—"Onward Chris- 
tian Soldiers!" will be sung bv ten 
thousand voices at the royal Albert 
Hall tonight when General Bramwell 
Booth formally welcomes the 
dele- 
gates to the d-icennial international 
congress of the Salvation Army The 
meeting will mark the inauguration of 
the most cosmopolitan religious as- 
semblage of modern times. Since the 
congress of ten years ago, also held 
in London, the banner of "Blood and 
Fire' has penetrated to the uttermost 
corners of the world. Thirty-four dif- 
ferent languages are spoken and, flfty- 
fi8 o ,c.9,nJltri?s represented among 
the 2,100 foreign delegates sent to the 
present congress. All have brought 
their own distinctive flags and many 
are attired in their quaint and pictur- 
esque costumes. 


.It was planned thai a special ser- 
vice woulu ue held either before or 
during tonight's opening meeting, as 
a tribute to the memory of the mem- 
bers of the Canadian delegation who 
went down to their deaths on the ill- 
lated Empress of Ireland, on which 
u*ey. were coming here. All grades 
of civilization and society have been 
drawn upon—from red 
Indians of 
British Columbia and reformed drunk- 
ards of New York to educated Japan- 
ese and cultured Koreans—from for- 
mer sun worshipers and devil dancers 
to officials of the British government 
—from converted murderers and coni- 
ackers to authors, actors and univer- 
sity professors. The largest contin- 
gent, some 3,000, comes from the Brit- 
ish Isles. The United States is next 
with 600 delegates, in addition to four 
brass bands and a large 
party of 


friends and sympthizers, who came 
over on the Olympic In charge of 
Commander Eva Booth. Among the 
other countries represented, with the 
number of delegates from each, are- 
Holland, 254; German, 175; Denmark 
150; 
Sweden, 100; Italy and Switzer- 
land, 75; France, and Belgium, 60; 
Australia, 60; New Zealanr, 56; India 
and Ceylon, 53; Norway, 50; Finland 
40; South Africa, 26; Japan, 17; Ko- 
rea, 11; and South America, 10. 


The regular dialy meetings of the 
congress, which will continue for two 
weeks, will be held, beginning tomor- 
row afternoon, in a huge iron 
and 
steel .structure erected for the pur- 
pose on the "Aldwieh Island" in the 
Strand, holding 5,000 persons. 
This 
site was leased to General Booth by 
'.he London county council on condi- 
*ion that the building was to be con- 
structed, used and demolished in the 
space of three months. A little more 
:han six weeks was required to build 
t. A unique feature of the congress 
will be a battery of telephones on the 
stage, manned by a corps of expert 
interpreters, for the transmission of 
the speeches and proceedings to the 
various groups of non-English speak- 
ing delegates distributed throughout 
:he hall. Sectional meetings will also 
be held in outlying districts of Lon- 
don. 
In all more than 100 meetings 
ar escheduled, forty of which will be 
conducted personally by General or 
Mrs. Booth. It will be the first time 
;hat many of the foreign officers of 
:he army have met the new general 
lere, and the occasion will be utilized 
for a number of staff gatherings at 
which plans for future work will be 
formulated. On next Saturday there 
will be a monster procession of dele- 
gates and visitors, led by sixty brass 
mnds, from the Embankment to Hyde 
Park, where speeches, will be made

There will be an all day "Festival of 
Praise" at Crystal Palace on the 23d. 
when the delegates re-enforced

15,000 Salvationists from all parts of

LEGISLATIVE GHOSTS HAS NOT 


CAUSED BUSINESS DOWN- 


FALL, SAYS BANKER. 


ENTHUSIASM WANTING 


Condition of Country as to Crops, 


Credit, Production Overshadowed 


by Political Watching.

New London, Conn., June 11.—In an 
address today before the New York 
Bankers' Association, In annual con- 
vention here, Prank 
A. Vanderllp 
president or the National City bank 
of New York, analyzed the business 
situation of the day, holding that It 
had become dependent upon political 
rather than economic factors. 
In part he accepted President WH- 
»on s diagnosis of a "psychological" 
trouble in business. 
, 
"I believe," he sal.d "that the lack 
of enthusiasm about the future, the 
state of pessimism 
that surrounds 
many phases of business, the disposi- 
tion toward extreme 
conservatism, 
the lack of new plans for capital ex- 
penUiture for railway Improvement 
and extension, for new Industrial con- 
quest, all have their roots In a state 
of mind, rather than In the statistics 
of actual business data; but I am bot 
certain that this state of mind 
la 
grounded in unfounded fears, that It 
Is caused by legislative ghosts, that 
it is engendered by baseless appre- 
iiension concerning legislative tenden- 
cies and the trend of public opinion. 
"The obstacles in the way of busi- 
ness recovery may perhaps be truly 
described as psychological, and still 
je a manifestation of sound business 
sense in apprehending the true mean- 
nr; of the political-economic 
situa- 
tion." 


He described the standards that 
used to prevail In the judging of the 
Jusiness future—statistic* ot produc- 
tion and distribution, condition ot the 
money market, and of credit, crop out- 
look, etc. 


Attitude Changed. 
"Now," he said, "the Congressional 
Record is crowding out of its place of 
mportance the Financial 
Chronicle. 
We watch exequtive and congression- 
al actions rather than 
the 
comp- 
troller's abstrict to iteuge the status 
of banking affairs. Tbe attitude ot 
mind of the interstate commerce com- 
mission has become more Important 
han the statistics of railroad traffic. 
We read tht totals of our foreign 
racle to learn the effect of changed 
:ariff .law, rather than that of trade 
tendencies. Reports of tbe attitude 
of mind of the attorney general vie In 
nterest with, the crop predictions of 
the secretary of agriculture. Investi- 
gations by bureaus, commissions or 
congres form a more important stat- 
ure In gauging market outlook than 
do the plans for development or ex- 
pansion formulated by the execllve 
:ommlttees ot corporations. 
Plan* 
'or development or expansion of rail* 
roads or business enterprises have 
ndoed been heard of but little. The 
factors that we have mostly In mind 
are how new laws are going to work; 
What new laws are next to be passed; • 
what is the prospect; not of crops, 
but of congressional action. 
"If such psychological factors could 
be eliminated for a, moment and'the. 
old view taken, we would see looming 
arse the prospect of a great agrlcul- 
ural yield, giving promise In somo 
directions of bumper crops now al- 
most assured. 
v 


Credit Satisfactory, 
"We would see easy money here 
md abroad, and although we might 
argue that money was easy because 
of a lack of profitable employment, 
still its present ease would promise 
hat there would be no interference 
with increased business activity on 
he score of interest rates. 
"We would note that we were em- 
barked on the trial of a new banking 
system, about which—whatever points 
of disagreement there 
might 
be— 
here was the unanimous opinion that 
ts working would ultimately tend to- 
ward inflation, and therefore that It 
will for some time to come be a factor 
ikely 
to 
insure 
continued 
easy 
money. 
"We would find sound credit condl- 
,ions, both In the position 
ot 
tbe 
banks and in the 
mercantile 
com- 
nunity. 
"The industrial machine of the na- 


ion, in short, might be likened to a 
great steam engine, running with a 
oad much lighter than its capacity, 
and ready, upon the ti>rn of a valre 
.hat would let in more steam, to re- 
ipond efficiently to vastly greater re- 
quirements. 
"A survey of concrete business con- 
ditions with such facts and total* aa 
business statistics Show today would. 
lowever, have been sufficient groum 
en years ago to have predicted that 
we had straight ahead of us the pos- 
sibility of a period of great expansion. 
"W'.iat he asked Is in the way of 
maki/ig a similar 
prediction 
now? 
We are told it is a psychological bar- 
rier, it is a state of mind—but truly 
t is not so much the state ot mind of 
.he public at large—the state ot mind 
which we call public opinion, 
and 
which through our political machinery 
finally finds more or less accurate ex- 
oression in regulations, decisions and 
aws. 


Current of Laws. 
"I do not want to be understood as 
believing that this state of the pub- 
ic mind, this quality of public opln- 
on, is altogether wrong. The basis 
that Is back of, the demand for legis- 
lative restriction and control of busi- 
ness I believe to be In large measure 
made up of sound economic facts. 
The 
development of Industrialism 
within our lifetime has been of such 
a revolutionary character as naturally 
and rightly to create a demand for m 
boy of controlling laws, such as wen 
never dreamed of by our fathers. 
"Legislation In accordance with 
sound economic principles; formulated 
with justice and sincere human sym- 
pathy. IB what we should all be striv- 
ing for. 


'I believe if business men will got 
themselves Into a state of mind where 
they view conditions broadly, with m, 
historical and social sense, .rather 
than only from their Individual point 
of view, they will apprehend better 
the direction In which the whole car- 
rent of political thought Is flowing, 
and will feel less Impatience with this, 
legislative movement, and vastly less 
pessimism concerning its results. 
"It seems to me time that we rec- 
ognized and caught step with this 
wider spirit, and then endeavor to di- 
rect tbe movements, which flnds a

Missionaries Who Make Escape From 


Western Mexico Have Thrilling 


Experiences. 


The quartette 
of American Board 
workers in Guadalajara, Mexico, were 
going quietly 
about 
their work of 
teaching, preaching, and visiting in 
the city on April 21, when the mes- 
sage was received from the hoard's 
headquarters 
advising 
withdrawal. 
They were loth to go; 
everything 
semecl 
peaceful 
and 
safe. 
But 
'"orders is. orders" even when couch- 
ed ill the form of advice. So the four, 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis B. Fritts, Miss 
Alice Gleason and Miss Lora Smith, 
after hurried preparations, caught a 
(rain for Manzanillo, 
on the 'West 
Coast. 
They expected 
to be able, 
there, to take a steamer for California 
or at least to find some provision for 
the safety of the refugees who were 
gathering from various quarters. 
The journey down to Manzillo was 
not specially unpleasant, though stories 
and hard words were freely lirowa at 
the missionaries. 
"But," as one of 
the young ladies said, "we are uuite 
used to having stones thrown at as 
because we are Protestants, and a 
few more didn't matter." 
When they reached the cosat, how- 
ever, perplexities began. 
There was 
no 
steamer 
service. 
The 
United 


Mtates could not send a ship for them 
because, in the indeterminate relations 
existing between the two countries, it 
might have been considered an act of 
war. Furthermore the Mexican crowd 
freely 
assered 
that if an American 
warship showed itself oft Man.zan.illo 
the American citizens there would be 
"cut into little bits." No comfortable 
accommodations could be found; and 
for any food or necessities the price 
charged 
was 
prohibitive. The mis-i 
sionaries' pocketbooks were not on a 
war basis, and very soon they had 
spent all their money and h-ad been 
relieved of any superfluous baggage. 
Prospects were pretty black when 
the English captain of a tramp steam- 
er came along. He had brought over 
to Mexico a shipload of Chinese, but 
was not allowed to land them, 
and 
was preparing to take them back to 
China (or 
elsewhere). 
He had no 
passenger 
accommodations, only the 
coarsest food, 
very 
little water, a 
scratch crew, and a slow, dirty ship. 
But it was a ship, and Captain David- 
son said he couldn't go off and leave 
the crowd in that plight. So after the 
arrival of one other trainload of re- 
fugees the whole party, some 250 in 
all, were taken on board the steamer. 
San Diego was th nearest 
United 
States port, and the journey took seven 
days. 
The Chinese, for various rea- 
sons, had full possession below decks, 
and the Americans slept, 
ate (oat- 
meal, bread and coffee), and stood on 
chairs for such a number. 
When they reached San Diego the 
money pinch began again; but the 
railroad 
companies 
promised those 
who had nothing and could not get 
cash from friends that they would be 
furnished with second class transpor- 
tation across the continent, and this 
was given in many cases. 
It is, we believe, the first time in 
the history of the 
American 
Board 
that all o£ its staff has been- with- 
drawn from a country, certainly from 
a country with which 
the 
United 
States was not at war. 


The message which was sent to the 
various stations in Mexico read: "Dr. 
Barton advises missionaries to go to 
the border." 
In repeating the cable, 
in one instance, the wires must have 
got hot, for the 
amazed 
recipient 
read: "Dr. Barton advises missionar- 
ies to go to thunder." Fortunately a 
correct interpretation was reached be- 
fore any irretraceable 
steps

taken.

every mnn of the gun's crew. As the

I suppose the commander of the Le- 


vant has It today as his authority for 
keeping this man In his mild custody. 


The rule adopted on board tbe ships 


on which 1 have met "The Man With- 
out a Country" was, I think, transmit- 
ted from tbe beginning. No mess liked 
to have him permanently, because his 
presence cut oB all talk of home or of 
tbe prospect of return, of politics or 
letters, of peace or of war—cut off 
more than half the talk men like to 
have at sea. But it was always thought 
too hard that he should never meet the 
rest of us, except to touch bats, and 
we finally sank into one system. He 
wns not permitted to talk with the 
men unless on officer was b'y. With 
offlcers he bad unrestrained inter- 
course, ns far as they and he chose. 
But he grew shy, though be had favor- 
ites. I was one. Then the captain al- 


asked him to dinner on Monday. 


Every mess in succession took up the 
invitation in its turn. According to the 
size of the ship, you had him at your 
mess more or less often at dinner. His 
breakfast be ate in his own stateroom 
—he always had a stateroom—which 
was where a sentinel or somebody on 
tbe watch could see the door. And 
whatever else be ate or drank he at6 
or drank alone. Sometimes, when the 
marines or sailors had any special jol- 
llflcation, they were permitted to Invite 
"Plain Buttons," as they called him. 
They called him "Plain Buttons" be- 
tause while he alwnys-chose to wear a 
regulation army uniform, he was not 
permitted to wear tbe army button, 
for tbe reason tbat it bore either tbe 
Initials or the Insignia of the country 
he had disowned.

To make" casserole or Italian hasli 


boil one-fourth pound of macaroni, 
drain and put Into a buttered casser- 
ole, 
add a little cutter and grated 


cheese. 
Push the macaroni to the 


sides of the dish and fill, the center 
with chopped meat seasoned to suit 
the taste of the family. A little sau- 
sage gives a good flavor to this dish. 
Place in the oven until hot throughout 
and serve. 


A very good modification .of this is 


made by using raw instead of cooked 
meat. 
For this one-half pound of 


round steak is sufficient for a family 
of six. This should be cut into small 
pieces, browned and cooked until teB- 
der in water with the onions and other 
seasonings. An hour before the cook- 
ing Is complete, add one-half can of 
tomatoes. 
Before serving, the meat 


may be mixed with the sauce, and the 
•whole Is poured over the macaroni.' 


The connective tissue of meat dis- 


solves in vinegar; hence this acid Is 
often used in preparing tough meat. 
To prepare sour beef, take a piece of 
beef from the rump or the lower 
round, coyer with vinegar or with a 
half-and-hsilf mixture of vinegar and 
water, add sliced onion, bay leaves, 
and a few mixed whole spices and 
salt. Allow to stand a week in winter 
or three or four days in summer; turn 
once a day and keep covered. When 
ready to cook, brown the meat In fat, 
using an enameled Iron pan, strain 
the liquid over it and cook untn ten- 
der; thicken the gravy with flour or 
ginger snaps (which may be broken 
up first), strain it, and pour o-ver the 
sliced meat. Some cooks add cream. 


Sour beefsteak is made by cooking 


round steak fn water in which there 
is a little vinegar, or if the time Is 
sufficient, it may be soaked for a few 
hours in vinegar and water and then 
cooked in a casserole or In sbme simi- 
lar way." " 


While pounding meat serves to 


make it more tender by breaking 
down the tissues, it has the disad- 
vantage of being likely to drive out 
the juices and with them the flavor. 
A way to escape this difficulty^ to 
pound flour into the meat, thus catch- 
ing and retaining the juice in the 
flour. To make farmer stew, pound 
fiour Into both sides of a round steak, 
using as much as the meat will take 
lip. This may be done with a meat 
pounder or with the edge of a heavy 
plate. 
Fry in drippings, butter, or 


other fat in a Scotch bowl,: or if more 
convenient in an ordinary iron kettle 
or a frying pan; 
then add water 


enough to cover it. 
Cover the diflh 


very tightly so that the steam can not 
escape and allow the meat to simmer 
for two hours or until it Is tender. 
One advantage of this dish Is that 
ordinarily it is ready to serve when 
.the meat is done as the gravy Is al 
ready thickened. 
However, if a large 


amount of fat Is used In the frying, 
the gravy may not be thick enough 
and must be blended with flour. 


Cure for Chapped Hand*. 


To one part carbolic acid add two 


parts 
pure glycerin, 
diluting this 


mixture with its built In weak cider- 
vinegar. Rub on the hands whenever 
you wash them and while still wet. 
Rose-water, If preferred, may be used 
for diluting this mixture, Instead of 
vinegar. Be sure to tell your drug- 
gist for what purpose you want the 
carbolic, and get the right strength. 


Bread Stuffing for Fish. 


Soak about half a pound of stale 


bread In water. When soft press ont 
the water, add a very little chopped 
suet, pepper and salt, a large table- 
spoonful of onion minced and fried, 
and' If liked a little minced parsley. 
Cook slightly and after removing from 
the fire add a beaten egg. 


To Absorb Odors. 


Keep a dish of charcoal on one of 


the upper shelves of the refrigerator, 
changing it every few days. It I» an 
excellent absorber of odors.

thick and set aaide. Now add a pinch 
of salt and the cream of tartar to the 
whites and beat till very stiff;; add 
the sugar, beat thoroughly then add 
the flavoring and beaten yolks, beat 
lightly and carefully, stir in the flour. 
Bake in a tube pan in a moderate oven 
from forty to fifty minutes. 
Invert 
the pan to cool. 


Lemon Cake—One cupful of butter, 
two cupfuls of sugar, seven eggs, one 
and one-half pints of. Hour, one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, one tea- 
spoonful of extract of lemon. Rub to 
a light cream the butter and the 
sugar; add tbe eggs, two at a time, 
beating five minutes after each addi- 
tion; add the flour sifted with the 
powder, and the extract; mix into a 
medium batter, bake in a paper-lined 
tin, 
in a moderate oven, forty min- 
utes. 


Gingerbread—One cupful of brown 


sugar and three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter stirred t6 a cream, add one cupful 
of New Orleans molasses, two eggs, 


mix well; stir dry two teaspoonfnls of 
baking powdqr In two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour. Put in 
ginger 
or 
qpice to taste, bako in one ' loaf ono 
hour. 


Rlc« Croquettes—Put one-quarter ot 
a pound of rice, one pint of milk, 
three tablespoottfuls of finely sittwl 
sugar, one small piece of butter and 
the thin rinQ of a lemon Into a sauce 
pan. 
Any other flavoring may bo 
used if preferred. Simmer gently un- 
til the rice is tender and the milk ab- 
3orb?d. It must"be boiled until thick 
and dry, or It will be difficult to mold 
into croquettes. ' Beat" It1, thoroughly' 
for three or four minutes, then 'turn 
It out, and' which "It''Is cold and stiff 
form it into small balls; dip these In 
egg, sprinkle a" few bread' crumbs 
over them'and'fry them in clhrilied 
fat till they'hre light 'and -equally- 
browned. 
Put them on a piece of 
clean blotting paper to drain tlie fat 
from them and serve them Piled high, 
on the dish. 
Johnny Cake—One egg, one cupful 


of buttermilk or sour milk, one tablo- 
Spoonful of'shortening, one level tea- 
spoonful of soda, one .saltspoonful of 
salt, two cupfuls ot cornmeal, one cup- 
ful of flour, one-half cupful of sugar. 
Bake from twenty minutes to half an 
hour.

Rhubarb Raisin Pie.—One pound of

tablespoonfuls of flour, a tablespoon- 
ful of butter and a fourth of a tea- 
spoonful each of salt and 
nutmeg. 


Put a layer of flour and sugar in the

raisins, then season with salt and nut- 
meg, bits of butter until all are used.
